For a considerable time the Domin- 
ion Executive of the Great War Vet- 
erans Assogiations has urged upon 
the Government the advisability of 
forming a Bonus Commission consis+ 
ting of three members of the Govern- 
ment and three members to be ap- 
pointed by the G, W. V A. Executive, 
for the purpose of considering ques- 
tions regarding the re-establishment 
of soldiers. Recent advices from Otta- 
wa show that this request has been 
definitely refused on the ground that 
it is undesirable to establish a Com- 
mission to enquire into facts which 
are within the knowledge of members 
of the government, This statement is 
open to question, as without doubt 
the Commission appointed, 
many facts would be brought out 
which are not at present within the 
knowledge of the Government.

Switzerland Leads Neutral Countries 
With 40,000 Deserters 

Geneva.—Nearly 100,000 officers 
and men are considered deserters 
from the German army during the 
war, according to Munich advices. 
Included in this number are many 
thousands who were in England and 
America at the outbreak and were 
prevented from joining the German 
army, “although advised beforehand 
to join the colors,” the dispatch says. 

Switzerland leads the neutral coun- 
tries with forty thousand deserters. 
A proclamation of amnesty to these 
men has been issued if they will re- 
turn to Germany this year, but many 
former German soldiers in this coun- 
try refuse to go back, fearing that

Columbus, Ohio—In the first 
speech of his trans-continental tour, 
President Wilson here urged the 
United States people.to exert their 
influence for acceptance by the Unit- 
ed States senate of the peace treaty 
signed with Germany, and ‘predicted 
that the senate would ratify the 
treaty. . 

“When this treaty is atcepted, ” he 
said, “the men in khaki will never 
have to cross the seas again, and I 
say ‘When it is accepted,’ because it 
will be accepted,” 

Speaking to a capacity audience 
which filled every nook in Memorial 
Hall, the President said it was not his 
purpose during the trip “to debate” 
the treaty, but to expound it to the 
people. He declared there was a con- 
cert of feeling among the allied re- 
presentatives at Versailles. Referring 


to the United States delegation, he 
said: 
“We were under instructions, and 


we did not dare to come home with- 
out fulfilling these instructions. If I 
could not have brought back the kind 
of a treaty I did bring back, I never 
would have come back.” 

President Wilson appealed to his 
hearers if they would not read the 
treaty themselves, to at least accept 
the account of its contents as given 
by those who made it. 

The League of Nations, he declar- 
ed, was forceful in fulfilment of the 
promise that the, United States was 
fighting this war to “end business of 
that sort forever.” Not to establish 
the league, he said, would have been 
unfaithful to those who had died. Be+ 
sides, the. President .said, the. treaty 
“tears away” the chains of oppres- 
sion and gives small nationalities the 
right to live their own lives. “That,” 
he said, “was the American position 
and 1 was glad to fight for it.”

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- Back To School 


The schools’ summer holidays are 
over for another year, and teachers 
and pupils are again occupying their 
places in the little schoolhouses all 
over this prairie cbuntry, where the 
real foundations of Canada’s future 
citizenship are being laid. 

But while the teachers are in their 
places, something more than ten 
thousand of them in the three Prairie 
Provinces, it is important to ask and 
answer the question whether all the 
boys and girls are again in school 
who ought to be there. 

Compulsory school attendance laws 
are in force in these provinces, un- 
der which it is obligatory on parents 
and guardians to send their children 
to school until a certain age is 
reached. These are wise laws, de- 
signed to prevent future citizens from 
growing up to young manhood and 
womanhood not only uneducated, but 
illiterate. In this western country 
boys and girls are wisely compelled 
te learn to read, write and speak 
English and master the rudiments of 
a primary common school education. 
Every year, however, some thous- 
ands of boys and girls reach the age 
when the compulsion of the law en- 
forcing school attendance is lifted, 
and it becomes a matter to be decid- 
ed by the fathers and mothers whe- 
ther Charles or John or Susie shall 
return to school, or whether they 
will be kept at home to help on the 
farm or in the store or about the 
house, or be allowed to go out and 
“get a job” and thus help to keep 
the family. 

It is a critical decision fathers and 
mothers are called upon to make.| 
Boys and girls, usually, are anxious 
to get away from the discipline, rou-| 
tine and what so many regard as the 
drudgery of school, It is not until 
later years that they look back upon 
their school days as the happiest, 
most carefree days of their lives. In| 
their teens, however, they are anxions | 
to go out into the world and begin | 
life’s great adventure, It is the par- 
ents who must decide wisely for 
them. 

After all, as one observer has said, 
it is just a matter of arithmetic.. If 
a boy is just ready to enter high} 
school he can probably earn six or| 
eight dollars a week for the first 
year and an average of ten, twelve 
or fifteen dollars a week for the next 
three years. That is to say, he can 
earn from $1,500 fo $2,500 if he stays 
away from school. 

But take the other side of the led- 
ger. If the boy continues to go to 
school for another three years he will 
be able, at the end of his course to 
earn on the average more than the 
boy who stopped short of the high 
school, and he will be able to earn it 


for the thirty or forty or fifty years 
of his earning life. The balance in 
moncy is on the side of the boy who 
returns to school. 

Then comes along the pessimist 


w 


and the Job's comforter and says: 
“Well, if he goes back to school and 
gets cram full of book learning what 
will it profit him? Does not a plum- 
ber carn more than a schoolmaster, 
and a carpenter more than a clerk? 
And of what particular value will a 
high school education be to John as 
a farmer or to Susic as a farmet’s 
wife?” These are unfair arguments 
and illogical. The trained carpenter 
and-the skilled plumbet having the 
backing of a good education soon 
forges ahead of his fellow carpenter 
or plumber who left school before 
he was half-way through. It is the 
educated man who succeeds in bus- 
iness for himself while the unedu- 
cated ones become his employces. 
And in this age and generation it is 
not necessary to dwell on the fact 
that successful farming has become a 
highly organized business undertak- 
ing, a really te ge undertaking ‘in 
the carrying on of which ignorance 
and slipshod methods can have no 
place, but in which the trained, in- 
telligent, thinking men is pre-emin- 
ent, 

But everything should not be meas- 
ured by the money © standard. Is 
there not a better opportunity in life 
for happiness, for contentment and 
for service, for the boy or girl pos- 
sessing the qualifications and powers 
which a good education confers upon 
them? There is a place in the life of 
the community, the Province, the Do- 
minion which only the educated can 
fill, and in these days, and in the 
years to come, service to our coun- 
try and to our fellow men is going to 
count, 

Parents must ask themselves the 
question whether, by withdrawing 
their children from school before 
they have secured the advantages of 
a high school education, they are 
going to deny to them the opportun- 
ity of fitting themselves for the ren- 
dering of such service, and of  at- 
taining the place in the life of their 
country which they may otherwise 
be exceptionally well qualified to fill. 
The fathers and mothers of today) 
are the trustees of the future citizen- 
ship of Canada. With them rests the 
decision now which may make or mar | 
their children’s future. It is a tre- 
mendous responsibility. The wise| 
decision will be to keep their boys 
and girls at school just as long as! 
they can possibly do so, and thus 
give to them the best possible equip- 
ment for their life work, no matter 
to what lot or sphere of action they 
may we called.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


LESSON FOR SEPTEMBER 14 


JUDGMENT OF THE NATIONS 


‘The subject selected by the lesson 
committee is “The Future Life,” but 
at best such a statement would be 
the use of the term in an accommo- 
dated sense. According to legitimate 
textual and contextual signification it 
is the judgment of the living nations 
which lies still in the future (y. 32). 
The idea of a general judgment 
which is of such frequent occurrence 
in religious literature and teaching is 
a fundamental error. It is not once 
found in the Bible, neither the idea 
which it is intended to convey. Doc- 
tor Pentecost most distinctively says, 
“It is a mischicvous habit that has led 
the Christian world to speak of the 
judgment as being one great event 
taking place at the end of the world, 
when all human beings, saints, sin- 
ners, Jews and Gentiles, the living 
and the dead, shall stand up before 
the great white throne and there be 
judged. Nothing can be more wide of 
the Scriptures.” The Bible speaks of 
different judgments, differing in re 
spect to the subjects to be judged, 
the place of judgment, the time of 
judgment and the result of the judg- 
inent. This is not the judgment set 
forth in Revelations 20:11-14, but pre 
cedes that one at least one thousand 
years, 

I, The Judge (v. 31.). 

It is the Son of Man, the one who 
came and died to redeem the human 
race, and who now being clothed with 
majesty and power will act as judge. 
Those who accept him now shall not
